It infiy be all 


very wcll^for ftuicy to clip the luiir all otf 
from the Tiorec and 
then cover MDI with 


clothiBK iu order to have his cout look flue 
and smooth, but it will not do for the horse 
of all work. Nature has provided a cover- 
ing, aud where use is designed, the horse 
needs only that with good grooming and a 
warm stable; or if a blanket is ever used, 
let it be done whenever llie horse is left 
standing out of the doors in the harness. 
Make the stable as warm as a dirt floor or 
battened boarding will permit; givo plenty 
of bedding, and with abundance of food the 
horse is belter able to stand labor and ex- 
posure, than if kept on a board lloor where 
cold air circulates underneath, and covered 
with blankets. 
Our experience is in favor 


of dirt floors without blankets. Dirt floors 
well littered are no more trouble to keep 
Eieat aud clean thau board floors, and DO 
stable with a dirt floor and decently board- 
ed up will ever be cold enough to cause n 
horse to shiver.
